In this Handbook yo\* fill find several . different 
kinds of info3;mation about ^aeh. artifacts * First, 
there is ^an actual size illustration of *tHe arti- 
fact (unless t;Jie artifact is t^o big; in that case" 
the illustration is reduced as fnarked) . 

Second, under the heading Use , there ^ is a \ 
short description of- how archaeologists think th^ 
artrfkct was probably used.. The arch^aeolcgists , \ 
based their ideas on, tjie way people use- similar 
objects today and on the descriptions the Russians 
made in their early years in Alaska.

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FAUNAL REMAINS 



»The midderv^ti5om^ this site contained many 
shells an<ij2(0ii€s that were not made into artifacts. 
These 'animal (called "faunal") remains help to 
indicate what t|ie people who once lijVed in the 
house hunted and ate or used, for <:lbthing. Remains 
of somfe animals which were eaten would not ^show up 
in the" midden, however.. For instance, bird egg 
shells would not have 'lasted. Salmon and .trout ^ *

ABOUT THE HOUSE 
While- excavating the house site, archaeologists 

♦ 

were careful to pay ^attention to the material 



they removed in gett^jig|,to the floor -of the house.. 

They were able to partially recon-struct the way, 

the house was origirjally built, based on the 

material that, lay on. top of it. They ^reasoned \ 
' ■ t 

that 'the w^llS of the house would have fallen onto 
the floor,, and that the roof would have collapSed 
on /top of it all. ^ . 

First, archaeologists had" to clear aw^y the 
recent growth o^ .grass, putchkii (cow parsnip) , 
low putchkii, f irewe^ed,' ani^ f ern. • Then they'wer6 

; 

down to the level of the caved'-in roof of the 
house. On this level they found" 'a layer of ' 



decomposed plants (called "humus") with artifacts 
sprinkled throughout it. .Under' the layer of 
humus ^they found a few remains of old wooden 
planks — probably the s upper tN^b^e^ms for the hous i 
Once the humus , and wood were remoVed., they .were 
at the level which was origanai;.y the floor of 
the house, ^his was hard-pdcked dirt on bedrock | 
showing holes here and 'tlierV where £lie pfi;ginal 
support beams had beeh sunk into the ground. 

There was aiso a patch of ochre stained, into the

Based-on this information', the archaeologists 
recoijst^ructed the appearance of the house as it 
may have once stood:- Its floor was belpw ground 
•level. Wooden beams were set into the *f iQor to 
support the walls and rOof. Although there were 
no remain^'bf grass mat^ in. the house pit, the 
• archaeologists guessed that mats may have been 
placed o\ top of the beams. They b*sed this .on 
the -descriptions -of Aleut housed which Russian 
and English explorers hav^left. On^top of the 
grass mats, ,the Alevfts probably placed chunks of 
sod. Thi^ WOUI4 account fO|rf the -humus layer 
that 'was found- above the wJpden beams. ' Perhaps.
